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Killed by Felling 
Down a Stairway 


Monday evaning Sergt. C. Rich- 

ardson of R.N.W.M.P. received a 
telephone message from Mr. Miller, 
manager of the Namaka Farm, that 
a man who had been working for 
him at the south farm had fallen 
down a flight of stairs and had died 
shortly afterwards. The following 
morning the Sergeant and Coroner 
Dr. Farquharson motored out the 
17 miles to the farm, 
* It appears the deceased, Charles 
M. Johnson, had been working at 
the Namaka Farm about four weeks 
stooking grain. He had evidently 
been upstairs in the house doing 
something and was on his way 
down when he missed his step and 
landed at the bottom, striking his 
head either on the post of the ban- 
nister or the wall facing the stairs. 
When picked up by Oscar B_ Good- 
win and Ben McKinnon he seemed 
badly hurt, but they thought he 
was only stunned and would come 
around. They did everything pos- 
sible to relieve him under the cir- 
cumstances, but he died in about 
fifteen minutes after the accident 

John Tweeter, a friend of the de- 
ceased, is the only man who see ms 
to know anything about bim. 

The deceased was about 5 feet 11 
in* height and very heavy built, 
weighing about 215 pounds. He 
was a Swede, and seemed to have 
worked all over the country, having 
worked his way from the east as far 
north as the Peace River country. 

Mr. Tweeter says the deceased 
was a very jolly fellow and the men 
working on the farm liked him very 
much. He does not seem to have 
any relatives in this country, al- 
though Tweeter says he thinks the 
deceased has a brother liying in the 
States, but he never mentioned his 
address. 

The coroner examined the body of 
deceased and found he died from a 
fracture of the skull on the left side, 
and after taking the evidence of the 
men present at the time of the ac- 
cident decided an inquest unnecess- 
ary. The remains were brought to 
Gleichen by Geo. W. Evans, the 
undertaker, for enterment,

British Officer’s Story 


Wounded Lieutenant Finds Enemy 
Dugout Furnished Like a 
Regular Boudoir 


A second lieutenant in a Yorkshire 
battalion, with a-shrapnel wound in 
his right thigh and a machine gun 
wound in his left leg, tells a story of 
a German dugout and its occupants. 
The dugout was in the first line tren- 
ches taken by the officer's platoon, 
and six bombs had been thrown down 
it. The men then went forward to 
the next trench, and the officer being 
hit twice, had to stay behind, The 
rest of the story may be given in his 
own words: 

“After a bit I wriggled back to 
that Boclic front line into a.shallow 
sap that had!been pulverized by our 
heavies. I was resting there, when | 
saw a Boche officer come climbing 
cautiously up out of that big dugout 
that we'd put six bombs in. He was 
a captain, He had a bomb in one

way and then the other, like a bur- 
glar, ‘Oh, you beauty!’ 1 
And just then he snuggled down ag 
ainst a gap in their parados, near the 
dugout, and bedded his rifle comfort- 
ably for firing at our chaps in his 
second line, You can bet I was glad 
I had my rifle and plenty of anmmu- 
nition.

American Financial Institutions Take 
Thumb Prints of Depositors 


Bankers in 


those who cater largely to foreigners, speculation 
are watching with much interest an)costly directions, 


experiment being carried on by cer- 
tain Eastern bankers to facilitate the 
banks’ dealings with foreign deposi 
tors. This experiment is the instal- 
lation of a system of thumb-print 
taking which has its basis in the 
well-known theory of that section of 
the Bertillon system. In one bank 
alone, in Philadelphia, there are 1,200 
depositors whose thumb prints are 
registered in the bank and who can} 
draw funds from their deposits sim-| 
ply by permitting the bank officials 
to compare the whorls on their 
thumbs with the prints taken and, 
preserved when their accounts were 
opened, It is claimed that, under 
this system, it is absolutely impos- 
sible for a person to secure from a 
bank money which does not rightfully 
belong to him. 

The system was originally institut- 
ed as an aid to foreigners and for 
those who cannot write. At one 
time it was the custom in most banks 
to refuse deposits unless the would- 
could sign his name. 
Through the Philadelphia innovation 
such a person can go to a bank and | 
open an account by merely pressing! 
the fingers of his right hand lightly 
on a glass plate covered with speci- 
ally prepared ink. ‘The impression is 
transferred to a card and is filed, Two 
impressions are made, one filed un-! 
der the name of the depositor and 
the other under the scientific descrip- 
tion of the markings. The latter 
method is used principally as a safe- 
guard for foreign women, who oft- 
times open an account in their mai- 
den names and later attempt to} 
withdraw money by giving marriage 
names, this usually causing much con-, 
fusion if the woman speaks but bro- 
ken English. 

The thumb prints are also used in 
the case of an ed person whose} 
signature is “ and with those 
whose writing is hard to decipher.

Red Cross Reports 


Prairie Provinces Have Been Accom: |

The Canadian West, in spite of its 
scattered population and consequent 
difficulty in cettralization and co-!

Ontario Act Makes Provision For 
Their Care and Cure 


The London Advertiser says: One 
of the acts passed at the 1916 session 
of the Ontario Legislature that de- 
serves some mention was “an act to 
amend the hospitala for the insane 
act.” This act made provision for 
the admission, as a voluntary patient, 
of any alcoholic habitual, by the 
superintendent of the hospital, for 


care and treatment, but the patient | 


must be capable of appreciating the 
fact that he is to be admitted as a 
voluntary patient. The time during 
which he may be detained {s Mmited 
to one year. Of course tho patient 
must agree to comply with the rules 
of the hospital. The patient may be 
discharged cured or incurable, or for 
breach of the rules. 

Another important provision {fs that 
with respect to those so given over 
to drunkenness as to render them in- 
capable of self-control, or of managing 
their own affairs. In such cases a 
judges in chambers, or a magistrate, 
if applied to by a relative or con- 
nection of the inebriates, or by the 
family physician, may cause a petition 
to be served on the inebriate setting 
forth the facts, and appointing a time 
for the hearing of the application. 
The hearing {s to be conducted as 
other proceedings in courts are, and 
the judge or magistrate is to report 
the facts to the inspector of prisons 
and charities, and transmit the evi- 
dence to him. 

The inspector may have the in- 
ebriate placed in a hospital or placed 
where he will be detained and treat- 
ment administered for a period not 
exceeding two years. And the judge 
or magistrato may have the inebriate 
in some safe and comfortable place, 
but not in a jail, prison or reform- 
atory. This is a humane act in the 
true interests of the public, the in- 
ebriates and their families. Ono won- 
ders why such: legislation has not long 
since found its way to the statuto 
books. The credit is due to one of 
the young members of the Legislature, 
a@ former Londoner, Thomas Hook, 
member for South Toronto.

NEITHER FOOD NOR DRINK 


As an illustration of the keen sense 
of humor possessed by the famous 
Scottish ‘judge, Lord Mackenzie, Sir 
J. H. A. Macdonald, late Lord Justice- 
Clerk, tells the following story in his 
Reminiscences. On one _ occasion 
when the jury had retired to consider 
conviction or acquittal, they rang their 
bell, producing the usual stir of an- 
ticipation in court. It turned out, as 
reported by the macer, that they rang 
to ask if they might be allowed to 
have some water while they were in 
deliberation. According to the law of 
Scotland, it is forbidden, when a jury 
has been enclosed, that they should 
be suffered to have any “meat or 
drink” until they have returned the 
verdict. Everybody listened to hear 
what the judge would say. Lord Mac- 
kenzie, looking up meditatively, de- 
livered himself in slow and deliberate 
tones, heard throughout the cou 
thus: “Well, ye canna call it meat” 
(and then more rapidly), “and it sair. 
tainly is not a drink; they can have 
the water.” 


BRIQUETTING LIGNITE 


Prairie Provinces Might Adopt New 
Method and Save Money 


Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta contain many millions of tons of 
sub-bituminous coal and lignite but 
the comparatively low heating value 
of this coal and the fact that it dis- 
Integrates rapidly when exposed to 
the air prevent its economical trans- 
portation for any considerable dis- 
tance. In fact, these provinces are 
now supplied almost entirely by coal 
from the Crows Nest district in Al- 
berta and British Columbia and from 
the United States, 

In a plant in Denver, Colorado, with 
@ capacity of 500 tons of lignite per 
day, lignite is distilled, the by-products 
are saved and the residue is manu- 
factured into briquettes. These bri- 
quettes are of very good qaulity, and 
are suitable for domestic or railway 
locomotive purposes, The lignite is 
charged into ovens having a capacity 
of 10 tons each, The ovens are heat- 
ed by gas flame between the walls, 
and distillation is carried on for 
about two hours without the admis. 
sion of oxygen from the atmosphere, 
During distillation about 100,000 cubic 
feet. of gas, 180 gallons of tar and 
25 pounds of ammonium sulphate, are 
removed per 10 tons of lignite, Ben- 
zol is removed from the gas and the 
gas is cleaned by electrical precipita. 
tion. While the raw lignite only con- 
tains 65 per cent. of fixed carbon, the 
briquettes average 84 per cent,

Every form of industry requires 
capital and the farming industry is no 
exception to this rule. The two great 
causes of failure in commercial or in- 
dustrial business is lack of sufficient 
capital and inefficiency. This in a 
large measure applies to farming 
operations, Governments, both Dom- 
inion and Provincial, have been for 
the last quarter of a century ex- 
travagantly lavish in expending money 
to make farming efficient in produc: 
tion, but made no effort whatever to 
supplement their expenditure on edu- 
cating the farmers, as other countries 
have done, by providing means by 
which they could secure capital on 
terms that would enable the farmers 
to acquire the necessary equipment 
SO as to take advantage of the Govern- 
ment teaching of the principles of 
agriculture. Hence, the expenditure 
for teaching agriculture produces in- 
adequate results. ° 

The farming industry in Canada has 
to pay a higher rate of interest on 
borrowed money than any other in- 
dustry in Canada, while in lands with 
which the farmer competes, in the 
sale of his products farming industries 
secure their capital at a lower rate of 
interest than any other industry. 

Agricultural credit divides itself into 
two great classes, namely, long term 
or land mortgage credit which may 
be briefly defined as credit to meet 
the capital requirements of the farmer 
and short term or personal credit 
which may be defined as credit to meet 
the current or annually recurring 
needs of the farmer. In the European 
as well as the Australian system tho 
distinction between these two classes 
of credit is sharply drawn. To meet 
the requirements of the two classes, 
separate institutions are provided

{ WHEN PRUNING TREES 


Prevent tearing the bark off the 
trunk in removing large limbs by first 
making an “undercut.” 

Make the cuts on a slant. Some 
trees, like the elm, sycamore, linden 
und willow will stand the process of 
heading back more than others, and 
the poplar {s a tree that must be cut 


back every few years to keep its 
crown from becoming too tall and 
unsafe, 


When shortening a branch, leave a 
few twigs at the end to draw the sap 
to the freshly cut wound and thus 
enable the growing layer under the 
bark to heal it over. 

In trimming small branches or 
shoots, the cut must be made just 
above a bud. 

When several branches come out 
from the trunk in a whorl, they should 
not all be cut away at the same time 
lest the tree be girdled. This ar- 
rangement of branches occurs most 
frequently in the coniferous trees, 


COST OF LOG FIRES 


Expenses to Lumberman From Care- 
lessness Are Listed 


The elements of damage done by 
fires in the logging woods are, first 
and foremost, lost time; then, the cash 
loss by destruction or reduction in the 
value or efficlency of equipment such 
as donkeys, loaders, logging line, 
chutes, railroads, trestles, or camps; 
last, the value of tho product is lower- 
ed when logs are damaged. 

Take the clement of lost time, A 
fire is usually handled by the railroad 
section crew, It is not unusual for a 
five-man crew to work a day on an 
ordinary fire, leaving one man to 
watch it for 48 hours afterward, This 
means $21 in lost time, A larger fire 
may require a donkey, a camp crew, 
or the whole camp crew. It is not 
at all unusual for a part of all of 
the mill crew to turn out in an emer- 

ency. A fire which requires the whole 
ogging crew of an ordinary double 
band mill will cost the operator, in 
lost time, about $400 per 10-hour shift, 
These figures refer to direct labor 
charges only and do not take into 
account lost operating time of expen- 
sive equipment or the supervisory and 
overhead charges which are going on 
while the plant is turning out no pro- 


“duct. 


If it is expensive to fight fires, why 
not let them burn? This would be 
good business if it were not for the 
fact that it would very probably be 
still more expensive in damage to 
equipment. A fire practically never 
ruins a donkey engine beyond repair, 
but $600 or $600 damage is a frequent 
occurrence, Burning the sled out from 
under a machine, for instance, would 
mean a loss of about $400, and it will 
yard no logs for several days. Log: 
ging cable is easily damaged, and the 
loss ,of the lines on one machine— 
say, 1,300 feet of yarding line and 8,000 
feet of back line—costs $375. Repair- 
ing a line burned in two may be put 
down at $5 per splice, $ 


HORSES CHEW TREES 


Careless City Drivers Discouraged by 
Heavy Fines 


“A teamster was arraigned in police 
court this morning, charged with wil- 
fully damaging a city shade tree on 
Dalhousie Street by backing his wagon 
against it. Magistrate Askwith, de- 
elding that an example should be 
made of the offender, sentenced him 
to pay a fine of $5 and $2 costs, with 
the alternative of serving one week 
in jail.” The foregoing report from 
the “Ottawa Free Press” demon- 
strates that an interest is being taken 
in city shade trees. In every city 
trees have been damaged by drivers 
tleing horses to them and allowing 
them to bite’ the bark. Blectric wire 
men also cause much destruction of 
shade trees. Interference with the 
stringing of wires is the only excuse 
for lopping off large branches, thus 
disfiguring, and, in many instances, 
killing, the trees. 

City authorities are responsible also 
for the loss of many beautiful shade 
trees. They construct sidewalks re- 
gardiess of whether a valuable shade 
tree is crowded at the roots by con- 
crete, The trees are thus stunted in 
their growth and are deformed. 
Several more progressive cities of 
Canada have appointed tree experts to 
care for municipal shade trees. Appre- 
ciation of their value as a civic attrao- 
tion is becoming more general,

Scraps For Fowl 

For a small flock (six hens and a 
cock), and where there will be more 
or less table scraps, it is best to feed 
the scraps (bread, potatoes, meat, 
etc.), in the morning, and in the 
evening give a grain ration of a mix- 
ture of equal parts of corn and wheat, 
allowing a handful to each fowl. 
Where there is not a good supply of 
table scraps, substitute a morning 
mash of whole oats soaked for about 
an hour in hot water, and then after 
being drained, mix with sufficient 
bran to absorb the moisture. To this 
mixture add about 15 per cent. of 
meat scraps.

Belgians in England 


How They Are Serving the Cause of 
the Allies 


Various newspapers have published 
statements regarding forcigners resi- 
dent in England who are said, owing 
to the war and the call to arms of 
British citizens, to be trying to usurp 
\the places occupied by the latter in 
{trade and industry. | Special and 
{pointed allusion is made to the Bel- 
{gians, and this may have the effcct 
of misleading the public and creating 
in England an unjust and dangerous 
feeling towards them, 

During the first months of the war 
the Belgian authorities organized an 
intense propaganda in favor of the 
voluntary enrolment of refuges, Then 
{two laws in 1915 and 1916 called to 
jarns various categories of Belgians, 
jand measures were taken to discover 
refractory Belgians and place them 
at the disposal of the military auth- 
orities. Several thousands of Bel- 
gians have left England to join the 
army, and these constitute a consid- 
erable force if it is remembered that 
the whole colony of Belgian refuges 
in the United Kingdom, men, wo- 
men and children, amounts at most 
to 200,000 persons, 

It should also be noted, that the 
majority of Belgian workmen are 
employed in the munition works, 
where they are usefully serving the 
common cause of the allies.

A Mistake to Think That Women 
Are Capable of Hard Work 

The Weekly Sun, which is publish- 

ed chiefly in the interest of Ontario 

farmers and their wives, deprecates 


{the employment of women in the 
jhard outdoor work of the large 
farms, The writer acknowledges 


that many country women do little 
work in the open. For many of these 
a share in the farm work would be a 
benefit. 

In answer to an older contributor, 
the writer says that though many of 
the women among the early settlers 
{who took their share of farm work 
and managed their homes and reared 
their children lived to a good old age, 
many others broke down under the 
strain, and died in what ought to 
have been the prime of life. 

There is much truth in this conten- 
tion. It is a mistake to think that 
women can bear as heavy burdens 
and lift as great weights as men can, 
The plow and the axe are not imple- 
Iments which women should be asked 
to use, 

On the other hand, young women 
ean do much of the lighter work of 
farm and garden with benefit to their 
health. The wife and mother who 
cares for her children and keeps the 
house has little time for outdoor 
work, however she may like it. If 
the farmer were as generous about 
procuring for his home labor-saving 
machinery as he is about buying it 
for his own occupations, country 
housekeepers wotild have more leis- 
ure than they have now. The old 
idea that woman is a helpmate for 
man is the true one, Rivalry, or even 
independence is not natural. Men 
and women were meant to work to- 

ether not only on the farm but in 
business, in the church and in the 
state. We should not have necded 
a war to prove that women’s work 
is the complement of men’s. When 
it is over there are many who fear 
that women will insist on occupying 
the places in which they have found 
employment, however arduous, 
Where this is necessary, as in the 
case of those who have disabled men 
Ito support, the women will doubtless 
claim the right to earn high wages, 


but the majority of women will be} 


only too glad to return to their 
‘household duties. One thing may be 
hoped, and that is that there will be 
fewer idle, useless lives. Tens of 
thousands of women have learned 
the happiness that comes of service. 
—Victoria Colonist.

Selecting Seed 
aes 
To Improve the Stock the Best and 
| Largest Specimens Should Be 
| Saved for Seed 
Several factors enter into the pro 
jduction of good crops. Seed, soil, 
cultivation and weather are all to be 
\reckoned with. 
! Of these the matter of seed is most 
jfundamental, Therefore a farmer 
jshould neglect no opportunity in the 
imatter of seed improvement. 

Farmers have been known to pick 
over potatoes for the purpose of ob- 
taining the culls for seed, The good 
jones were of course marketed. 

This certainly is a case of being 
penny w and pound foolish. Like 
produces like and we can scarcely 
hope for a crop of greater average 
excellence than the seed which pro- 
duced it. 

During the harvest the very best 
should be saved for sced. Have you 
ever tried going over your grain 
fields and picking out the best heads 
for this purpose? If this were done, 
year after year, a great improvement 
| would be seen in the grain crop, 

Of course, enough seed could 
scarcely be obtained in this manner, 
during any one season for the re- 
quirements of the farm, But enough 
could be gathered to sow a small plot 
the product of which could be used 
lfor seed the next season, This plot 
would also furnish some very fine 
theads for the seed plot the following 
year, 

The same method might be adopt- 
ed with roots. In the case of pota- 
toes, the largest specimens should 
not be-used for seed, Uniform size 
and shape rather than bigness should 
be the governing factor in selection. 
Also the number of tubers on cach 
stalk should be noted and the sced 
selected from those showing largest 
yielding qualities. 

Plant breeding is similar to animal 
breeding in that by constant se 
tion individual specimens may be im- 
proved. On the average the offspring 
resembles the parent, It is only by 
selecting individuals above the aver- 
lage for breeding purposes that im- 
provement can be secured,

Great Britain is rapidly becoming 
independent of United States muni- 
tions supplics, according to a state- 
ment made in the British House of 
Commons by the Hon. Edward Sam- 
ucl Montagu, Minister of Munition 

“The United States supply of heav 


shells has been invaluable to us,” said | 


Mr. Montagu, “but, with the increas- 
ing home and Canadian supplies, we 
hope to be able to do without United 
States shells altogether.” 

No less than 2,250,000 persons were 
engaged in the manufacture of muni- 
tions in Britain in June, the Minister 
jdeclared, and this number has been 
jstill further increased, Of the total, 
imore than 400,000 were women, he 
tsaid. He added that 45,000 soldiers 
thad been released from the army to 
aid in producing shells, The vast 
total compares with 1,635,000 per- 
sons engaged in munitions work be- 
fore the establishment of the Min- 
istry which Mr, Montagu heads, 

The speaker, whose address made 
a most favorable impression, not only 
in the Legislative halls, but with the 
“man in the street,” gave a detailed 
comparison in all departments of the 


present production of munitions with!

Ministry or prior to the war. 

Mr. Montagu pointed out that half 
of the engineering resources of the 
country were required for the navy, 
jbut declared that very shortly Great 
| Britain would have provided for her 
own requirements, and be able to de- 
vote herself exclusively to the wants 
jof her allies in regard to machine 
guns, Already, he said, she was send- 
ling large amounts of guns and muni- 
tions to her allies, and in addition 
was sending to France one-third of 
ther production of shell steel, and 
jtransferring to her allies metals ne- 
cessary for munitions to the amount 
lof $30,000,000 monthly. 

The production of heavy shells, 
said the Minister, was now 94 per 
cent. greater than it was in 1914, 
There s now being produced in 
four days, he declared, as much how- 
itzer munition as was produced dur- 
ing the whole of last year, while 
there were being turned out every 
month as many heavy guns as were 
jin existence whn the Ministry of Mu- 
jnitions was formed, and this number 
}would soon be nearly doubled, 

The output of machine guns had 
increased fourteenfold, continued the 
Minister, and there could be turned 
jout in four weeks as many of these 
jimplements as existed at the forma- 
tion of the Ministry. The output of 
high explosives was sixty times as 
jgreat as a year ago, but the amount 
required was 11,000 to 12,000 times 
as great as at the beginning of the 
war, The output of heavy ammuni

The cnormous assistance rendered 
this country by the introduction of 
dry farming methods by settlers from

“Immigrants to Saskatchewan from 
the dry wheat area of the United 
States taught the real settlers there 
how to grow grain successfully and 
so brought millions in wealth to that 
far away section of the Dominion of 
Canada. So writes F. Maclure Sclan- 
, issioner of the Board of 
Saskatoon, Sask., to the

“We have to thank the Americans 
for the discovery of this wonderful 
district which our own government 
had previously condemned as unsuit- 
able for agricultural purposes, The 
whole trouble was that our people! 
did not know how to handle the land 
successfully on the precipitation 
available, and this the men from the\ 
Dakotas and Minnesota taught them, 
Our average precipitation is about 
17 inches—cnough for all purposes, 
if intelligently handled, 

“Flowever, our immigrants origin- 
ally came largely from Eastern Ca 
ada, where the precipitation is very 
heavy, and, of course, eastern meth- 
ods of tillage were hopeless here. 
Nevertheless, such castern methods 
were all they knew. And it is so to- 
day; we are simply working along, 
slowly, yet satisfactorily, in an ef- 
fort to find out just how to work 
and what methods to apply so that 
we may make our country do for us 
more nearly what it very well might, 
As a result, our horticultural and ag- 
ricultural repertoires are expanding 
very rapidly. The impossibilities of 
yesterday have become the common- 
place facts of today. And, we have 
still a long way to go to achieve the 
limit of our possibilities. . Last 
year Saskatchewan's field crops alone 
amounted to a total conservative val- 
uation of about $225,000,000, This, 
among about 650,000 people, means 
a somewhat cheering per capita al- 
lowance, Another phenomen:

NOW ON THE VERGE OF DEFEAT 
ENEMY TRIES TO MAKE EXCUSES 


FEARS INVASION OF HER BORDERS BY THE ALLIES 


The Emperor of Gertnany, dis- 
cussing the situation on the western 
front, recently told the men of his 
armies along the Somme that Brit- 
ain had led Germany to believe that 


when they were actually plotting 
Now a Brit- 
ish offensive was intended to carry 
the war operations to German soil, 
and into Germany's towns and _ vil- 
lages, to the peril and undoing of her 
helpless women and children, “Your 
duty,” he declared, “is to break the 
British offensive; to prove once more 
that Germany is invincible, and re- 
duce to despair the relentless enem- 
ies of our country so that they will 
suffer peace on terms honorable anc 
profitable to Germany.” 

If this speech is authentic, it shows 
the German Emperor in the role of 
a conscienceless liar. No man ev 
labored more sincerely for the pe 
ot the world than Sir Edward Grey 
in the fateful days of July, 1914. No 
nation ever entered into war with 
greater reluctance than Britain did 
at that time. Had the British people 
been plotting Germany's destruction 
they would ssuredly have had 
{greater military strength than that 
\jeeringly spoken of as French's “con- 
‘emptible” little army. Britain's mil- 
\lary unpreparedness has already 
been accepted by historians as a com- 
plete rebuttal of the charge that she 
sought the destruction of Germany 

The cvents of two years of war- 
fare prove beyond all possibility of 
denial that Germany was the plotter. 
Her stores of war material had been 
accumulated for offensive warfare. 
Her great siege guns had been pre- 
pared in secret to destroy the fron- 
tier fortresses of Belgiumi and Franc 
By the invasion of those countries, 
Germany, within a few days of the 
opening of hostilities, did place in 
|peril and did horribly ill-treat their 
helpless women and children.

The Kaiser, having ruthlessly 
trampled under foot some of the 


fairest regions of Europe, and scat- 
tered their inhabitants to wander as 
refugecs far from their homes, now 
calls upon the legions of Germany to 
prevent a like tragedy from overtak- 
jing the German people. He has sown 
the wind. How can he hope to es- 
cape the whirlwind? He has been 
jdeaf to the cry of the oppressed Bel- 
gians and Poles and Serbs, How 
can he expect pity who has shown 
none? The war upon which he en- 
{tered so lightly, convinced of the in- 
|vincibility of the German military 
{machine and of the industrial organ- 
tization behind it, is no longer con- 
ducted as he wills. The Allies have 
patiently labored for two years to 
create a mightier war machine than 
that of Germany. They have suc- 
ceeded, They now have more men, 
more guns, and more ammunition 
jthan the Germans, and their will to 
win is not less strong. The war has 
become a test of industrial strength, 
and the factories of the Allied na- 
tions are proving themselves capable 
‘of turning out a far greater number 
of death-dealing missiles in «a given 
jtime than those of Germany,
